Sir J. hraerson Tenuenl having heard .1 


story about musical sounds Issuing from the 
Jake at BattlwUoa, In Cejlon, paid a visit to 
the place In 1S4». Tho fistieuueri told him 
that the sounds, which resembled the faint 
sVeet notes ot an ,tollau harp, were heard 
only at night and taring the dry season, were 
most distinct when the moon w»s nearest the 
full, and proceeded, they believed, not from a 
fish, but from a shell called the "crying 
shell." 
"In tlie evenltii?," sajs Tennent 


"when the moon rcec, I took a boat and ac- 
companied tlie fishermen to the spot We 
rowed about 200 yards north-east ot tho jetty 
by the fort gate, there was not a breath of 
wind or f . ripple except Uioaccauotd by the 
dip of our oar*. On coming to the point 
mentioned I distinctly heard the sounds la 
question. They came up from the water like 
the gentle thrills of a musical chord, or the 
faint vibrations of a wmo gla*< when Its rim 
is rubbed by a moistened finger. It was not 
one sustained note, but a multitude of tiny 
sounds, each clear and distinct in Itself; tbe 
o»eetest treble mingling with tbe lowest 
bass. On appljinx the ear to tho wood work 
of the boat, the vibration w«.~ greatly increas- 
ed in volume. The sounds varied considera- 
bly at different points, as_we moved across 
the lake, as If tho number oOmirnals from 
which they proceeded waa greatest in partic- 
ular spots; and occcoloDally we rowed out of 
hearing of them altogether, until, on return- 
ing to the original locality, the sounds were 
at once renewed. This fact seems to Indicate 
that the causes ot the sounds, whatever they 
may be. are stationary at several points, aad 
tills agrees with the statement of Uie natives 
that they are produced by niollusea, and not 
by fish. They eame evidently and sensiblj 
from the bottom ot Uie lake: and there was 
nothing In the surrounding circumstances to 
support the conjecture Uiat there could be the 
reverberation ot noises made by insects on the 
shore convened aletiK the surface of the wa- 
ter, for they were loudest and most distinct 
at points where tbe nature of the land, and 
the intervention of Uie lort find its buildings, 
forbade Ihe iwsjlblllly of this klad of conduc-
